As foon as° prayers were over this day in the Houfe of 
Lords, Sir Francis Molyneux, Gentleman Uther of the Black 
Rod, was fent to the Houfe of Commons to-defire the attend- 
ance of the Honourable Houfe upon a commiffion for paffing 
findiy public and private bills, and the Speaker, ray wap 
the Houfe, being accordingly come to their Lordthips Dar, the 
| hid bills were read, and received the royal affent. 

The Houfe of Commons having retired, Lord Chief Ba- 
ron Skinner tofe, and acqaainted their Lordthips, that, in con- 
fequence of the reference that had been made upon the cafes 
of the Earl of Percy, and the Duchefs of Athol, to the wwelve 
Judges, they had met accordingly to deliberate thereon ; and 
having come to’an opinion upow the fame, they had dire&ted 
him to fignify it accordingly. The Lord Chief Baron then en- 
tered into the matter in an exceedingly clear, explicit, and 
conelufive manner, reprefenting the cafes of uve Earl of Percy, 
and the Duchefs of Athol, to ftand exaély upon one and the 
fame ground. What he fhould, therefore, fay upon thé cafe 
of the one, would equally apply.to the other. Their Lord- 
thips had examined carefully into the Statute of Limitations 
of Henry the Eighth, which went to declare, that no claim 
could be made to the office of Lord Great Chamberlain, unlefs 
the claim fhould be made with. the term of fixty years. Nor- 
withitanding this, the Judges were of opinion, that the Sta- 
tate of Limitations did not operate againft a claimant, when it 
fhould appear, as in the prefcnt inftance, that there had been 
no iffue in the family within the term of fixty years to hold the 
faid office.. As to the Lord Great Chamberlaiathip being an 














office, that, his Lordhip faid, was notorious, and therefore 
uoneceffary to be argued. There was no doubt, the Lord 
Chief Baron fiid, that the anceftors of the family of Earl 
Perey had: been in faline of the office; but as there had been 
no iflue capable of claiming it, the prefent family were at full 
Jiberty to Be for it within the Sratute of Limitations. . The 
Lord Chief Barony however, obferved, that as the family had 
fuffered the faid office to. have been in adverfe poffeflion for 
more than fixty years, it was the unanimous opinion o° the 
twelve Judges, that the claim of Earl Perey‘to the Lord Great 
Chamberlain, was neither good nor valid. Wich regard to 
the Duchefs of Athol, the lord Chief Baron remarked, that 
what had been determined with regard to Earl Percy, was. a 
full and complete anfwer to that; and, therefore, int {peaking 
of the one, theit Lordiliips: were to-conlider it as determining 
the other. . 

The Lord Chancellr then moved, * That Covnfl thould 
“ proceed on the ca‘e of the Duke of Ancafter,” which being 
agreed to, Mr Mansfield began to plead-thereon, when Lord 
Mansfield obferved, that as the right of the office now refted 
between the noble Duke and Lady Erefby, there was no o¢ca- 
fion for the Houfe to hear the pedigree of either argued at the 
bars and their Lordihips immediately adjourned ull Monday 
next.

He verified his opinion by what happened on 
board the Londen Eaft Indiaman, that had been con down in a gale of 
wind by the Ruflel man of war., When the Ruflel's bours were em- 
ployed in picking up the men who had thrown themflves into the fea, 
the Captain, as he was quitting the London, faw thirty. five of his 
men remain Behind; he called to them to fave themfelves by qui ting 
the thip befere the Monkd go down ; they replied that they would not, 
hecuule they-were deferters from the royal navy, and muft, if they 
ould returfi, be either hanged or flogged front thip to™hip;. and 
fooner than bear this, they had rather, they fiid, go down with the 
London. The Captain expoftu'ated with them, but_in vain; the thip 
went down, and with her perithed thirty4fve as good feamen as any in 
the Britith navy ; who preferred death to the riggrous puriiiiments in- 
flictted in the King’s thips. He.knew what Ke wasdaying was truth, 
for he had it from the Captain, whofe entreaties had not been able to 
prevail on thofe men to fave themfelves. In former times, he fa'd, 
we were not at fiich a lofs for feamen as at préfent ; we had Swedes, 
Danes, and Ruffian: te navizate oummerchantmeén, but now they are 
kept st howe by order ef t cir Courts.

"Phat it having been refolved to lay fiege to Bafan, on the 
coaft of Malabar, Gencral Goddard, with the forces under his 
command, with great difficulty completed his march from Su- 
rat, fo as to arrive before the place'on the 13th of November, 
where he was joined by reinforcements and ftores fren Bom- 
bay. ‘The General, finding it very ftrong, and defended by a 
numérous garrifon, under the command of Vi‘agee Punt, de- 
termined to carry on his operations with regalarity and precau- 
tion., On the 28th in the morniug, he had completed a bat- 
tery of fix guns and fix mortars, within 900 yards of the place, 

sander cover of the fire, carried on his approaches to the 


~ {pot “where he erected the grand battery of nine twenty-four 


ounders, which was opened the oth of December in the morn- 
ing, within 500 yards of the wall; befides which, a battery of 
2. mortars, of -differevt fizes, was opened upon one of the 
flanks of the Parapet. Thefe were, ferved with fuch effect that, 
on the. roth in the morning, a os breach being nearly 
€omplcted, a meflage was fypt from the fort, offering to far- 
render ; and, after fome demur on the part of the enemy, which 
obliged the General to renew the. fire from the batteries, the 


«place furrendered the next day at difcretion. The garrifon mar- 


ched out, and Jaid down their-arms in-front of the fort, being 
allowed only'to carry away their own private effets. It adds 
preatly tothe fatisfaction- whichrthis important acquifitiex gives, 
that the lofs we fultained is very fmall, .one officer only, Lieu- 
‘tenant Sir John James Gordon, who, having been wounded, is 
fince-dead, and about rwelve men killed and wounded; of whom 
four only were Europeans. A confiderable quantity of ammu- 
nition was found in the fort, two hundred and twenty pieces of 
cannon, and ten-brafs mortars, of which nineteen pieces of brafs 
cannon, feveral of a very large calibre, one hundred and twen- 
ty-cight pieces of the iron ordnance, and all the mortars, have 
been reported ferviceable.
